It was kind and thoughtful of Mr. Gross and his staff to handle the insured 
packages last night, but that was not my intention. I hau the right postage on all the 
other packages. My only purpose was to get the packages to the post office when it was 
possible because there were too many for you and for the mailbox to hold.
